21; line 18 expressly states resonation between Lk and Cc; line 21 expressly states resonance between Lk and Cc). Therefore, the link i 
a resonant link, which in fact, is all the claim calls for. Additionally, the DC link lines couple all of the elements in the circuit together. In 
other words, everything in the circuit is coupled to everything else, either directly or through another element, in the circuit by the link lines. 
Moreover, limitations from the specification may not be read into the claims. The claims are rejected based on their face value as 
interpreted in a reasonable manner Therefore, regrettably, based on the present claim language the rejections stand and prosecution 
remains closed. 
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
